Remarks 


During the week ending the 12th July, 1947 in British 
ndia (excluding Bengal and Madras Presidencies) and in the 
ndian States shown i l this st itement the total number of 
'oaths recorded in 143 towns having a population of 30,000 
iid over was 0,052. The mid-year estimated population of 
hose towns was 10,199,853 and the death rate was 21 -4 per 
housand of the population. Births in the same towns 
umbered 10,282 giving a birth rate of 33 ‘0 per thousand 
f the population. In British India alone the corresponding 
irth and death rates were 32 ■ 9 and 21 ■ 8 per thousand ot 
■c population respectively. 

(A) British India : — The following towns in British India 
iturnod a death rate or 50 or over per thousand of the popula- 
on. 

Gaya (00 '0) ; Puri (58 ‘8) ; Farrukhabad-cum- fatehgarh 
57 1 5) ; Benares (55 ■ 2) ; Hardwar Union (53’ 0) and Pandhar- 
ur (50-0). 

The high death rates in these towns was mainly due to 
le large number of deaths from fevers. Dysentery and diarr- 
hea accounted for a considerable number of deaths in Benares 


and Puri. Those were a fairly large number of deaths from 
respiratory diseases in Benares. 

In 125 towns in British India there wero 37 deaths from 
cholera and 58 deaths from small pox. Plague was absent 
during the week. Of the deaths from cholera Benares recorded 
8 ; Lucknow 7; Patna 4 ; Mirzapur, Bindhaohal, Jaunpur 
and Para Andheri 3 eaoh ; Dehra Dun and Ranchi 2 oaoh ; 
Cawnpote, Chapia, Monghyr, Bhagalpur, and Jubbulpore one 
oaob Of tho deaths from smallpox Nagpur reoorded 20 ; Delh i 
city 9; Ludhiana, Gorakhpur, Bahraich, and Nagpur Civil Sta- 
tion 3 each ; Ferozepur, Jhelum, Allahabad aud Sholapur 2 
each. Peshawar, Sargodha, Benares, Moradabad, Farrukhabad 
oum-Fatobgarh, Sambhal, Dohra Dun, Monghyr and Karachi, 
one each. 

(B) Indian States Amongst tho Indian States shown 
in this statement, there was no town which had a high 
death rate of 50 or over per thousand of the population. 

In 18 towns of the Indian States there was one death from 
cholera recorded in Bhopal City ; three deaths from small- 
pox of which 2 were in Bhopal City and one in Porbandar and 
two deaths from plague were recorded in Mysoic city.
